And let them make me a sanctuary that I may dwell 


among them.” Ex. 25:8. 


“Then verily the first covenant had also ordinances of 
divine service and a worldly sanctuary. For there was a 
tabernacle made; the first, wherein was the candlestick, 
and the table and the shewbread; which is called the sanct- 
uary. And after the second vail, and the tabernacle which 
is called the Holiest of all; Which had the golden censer, 
and the ark of the covenant overlaid around about with gold, 
wherein was the golden pot that had manna, and Aaron’s 
rod that budded, and the tables of the covenant; And over 
it the cherubims of glory shadowing the mercyseat.” Heb. 
9:1-5. 


THE TABERNACLE IN THE WILDERNESS 


The sanctuayy which Paul here refers to was the 
tabernacle -built by Moses at the command of God for the 
earthly dwelling place of the Most High. The importance 
of this subject is to be clearly seen in the remarkable 
demonstration of God’s glory and power, like devouring 
fire covering the top of the mountain into which Moses had 
been called, in order that God might get him away from the 
busy rush and clamor of the world and get alone with 
Him that He might deliver to him one of the greatest mes- 
sages ever delivered to humanity. 


Let them make me a sanctuary that I may dwell 
among them was the message He gave to Moses, while in 
the holy mount. It has always been God’s plan and de- 
sire to dwell among His people, but sin has wrecked this 
world and brought heartaches and misery and _ driven 
humanity far from God. 


in this subject we see the divine plan of God in bring- 
ing humanity to the place where He could manifest His 
glorious presence among them. 

The sanctuary is a great central object in the plan of 
salvation. Next to our Lord Himself and His work in 
bringing about the great plan of redemption is the place 
where the great work of the world’s redemption is carried 
forward. This unites the great plan of salvation or 
Christian experience and God’s revealed plan concerning 
humanity. 


The sanctuary occupies a great central position 
around which many of the most important subjects of the 
Bible cluster. In this, many great truths find their focal 
point. In every direction they radiate. It unites the two 
great dispensations, the Mosiac and the Christian, and 
shows their relation to each other. 


It divides with no other subject the high honor of ex- 
plaining the position and work of our Lord Jesus Christ 
in the great plan-of redemption. Like a brilliant lamp in- 
troduced into a dark room it illuminates the whole 
Mosaic economy. 


In the light of this subject the books of Moses with 
their details of offerings and _ sacrifices, rites and cere- 
monies, usually considered as void of interest. or use, 
become animated with light and radiant with consistency 
and beauty. 

Many Bible readers show a lack of interest in this 
portion of the sacred Book. Their Bibles sometimes become 
worn and dirty but in this part we find the pages unworn, 
clean and white, which shows a lack of interest in this part 
or portion of the Word of God. It is a key to the interpre- 
tation of some of the most important subjects in the 
sacred Book. : 


We, therefore, call your attention especially to the 
subject of the sanctuary as one of great importance, in- 
terest and profit. It gives to us the beautiful types of the 
Christian experience and of the Church of God and opens 
upto our vision the glorious possibility of unlimited de- 
velopment in the divine life. 


Tabernacle means a tent or temporary dwelling place. 
In order for us to get a clearer view of this subject it will 
be necessary for us to take into consideration this wonder- 


ful structure that was to be erected according: to God's. 


own plan. It was planned and arranged for a progressive 


‘We have lots of progressive boosters in the world for 
almost every interest with the exception of this holy re+ 
ligion. When it comes to considering this, 
most progressive movements ever instituted in this world, 
they do not seem to be very much concerned. 


_ This tabernacle was planned and arranged so_ that 


when divine orders were given, by the moving of the 


cloudy pillar by day or the pillar of fire by night, they could 
take up their stakes and pitch their tents toward a better 
land. 


‘When we first started out into the divime life, little did 


we-think of the glorious possibilities of our noble priviteges- 


in God. Finally He began to open to us the vast territory 
hitherto unexplored in THis sacred Book and gave us divine 
directions how we might obtain the wonderful experiences 
provi for His children that we might reach the 
place where we could have the conscious indwell- 
‘ing of the mighty triume’ God and have our entire be« 
ing. flooded with His glory and power, and have Him re- 


veal to us His glorious Church and her final triumph and:

the awful tribulations that.are coming,.on this world, and 
the reign of our Lord on the:earth and His final victory 
over the arch fiend of helt, and-the entering in of the gold- 
en age where we will forever enjoy the unchanging 
happiness and bliss. forever and ever. A glorious future 
awaits those that will be faithful.and true to our God and go 
in for all that He*has-so abundantly provided that they 
might so richly enjoy. 

After God. had.so miraculously delivered His chosen 
people out of the land of Egypt, led them through the Red 
Sea with a high hand, brought them -out victorious; and 
permitted them to see the destruction of their enemies that 
had so persistently pursued. them He gave them the 
pattern and direction for the erection of a place were He 
might dwell among them while they were journeying 
through the wilderness to they land that flowed with 
milk and honey. 


This tabernacle: was so constructed that it could be 
moved from place to place. Yet it was.a structure of great 
magnificence. Its walls. were*of upright boards overlaid 
with gold and set in sockets of silver. The roof. was 
formed with a.series of coverings, the outer of skin, the 
inner with fine linen, beautifully decorated with figures of 
cherubims. 

The outer court contained the altar of burnt offerings. 
The tabernacle was constructed. with two apartments, 
called the holy place and the’ most holy place. or the 
holiest. These two places were separated by a vail or 
curtain of rich and beautiful colors. A vail also closed 
the entrance to the first apartment. 


In the holy place on the south was the CANDLESTICK 


_ with its seven lamps giving light in the sanctuary both by 


day and by night. 


On the north was the table of shewbread and near the 
beautiful vail which separated the hely. from the most 
holy place was the golden altar of incense from which _the 
smoke and the prayers of Israel were daily ascending be- 
fore God. In the most holy place. was the ark of the cove- 
nant, made of precious wood overlaid with gold, within and 
without, with four rings of gold, one for each corner. This 
was the depositary of the two tables of stone on which the 
Lord had inscribed the law of ten commandments, the 
golden pot which had: manna in it, and Aaron’s rod that 
budded. The second magnificient piece of furniture was 
the mercy seat, which was also overlaid with gold. The 
most glorious of all was the two cherubims of beaten gold 
with their wings spread on high, overshadowing the mercy 
seat looking toward each other. The cherubims were on 
each end of the mercy séat which was on top of the ark of 
the covenant. The Lord said that from between the cheru- 
bims of glory He would come down and commune with 
them. In this apartment was His divine presence to be 
manifested and there He was to abide and lead and guide 
and give orders:and directions in the course that they 
should pursue. 


Our attention is called to the outer court, the sacred 
inclosure around the tabernacle where the children of 
Israel were to encamp or dwell. The holy place is general- 
ly supposed to take up two-thirds of the length of the 
tabernacle, the other third was: taken up with the most 
holy place. The former is twenty cubits long and ten 
cubits wide and ten cubits high and the latter ten cubits 
every way, making it four square, up and down and all 
around. 


The three places’ above mentioned are a very beauti- 
ful type of three experiences provided for the children of 
God, which will be further considered as we go into the 
subject. 


Another very noticeable feature about the holp place 
and the most holy place is that. neither of them had any 
windows, hence, the need of the CANDLESTICK, that was 
to give light both by day and by night for the service that 
was to be performed jin the sanctuary. 

Now that we~ have this subject more fully before us, 
we will further consider the sacred inclosure' or outer 
court, also the magnificent structure, which was erected 
according to the plan and pattern revealed to Moses on the 
holy mount. 

The outer court is a very beautiful type of regener- 
ation in.as much. as it inclosed those within its walls and 
separated them from the outside. world. So are those who 
are really born from:above. They are separate from this 
world because it is written, “Love not the world, neither 
the things that. are.in the world. If'any man love the 
world, the love ofthe:Father is.not in him.” Jesus said 
while praying for His little company who had been so 
closely associated with Him that, “They are not of the 
world even as.I am.not of the world.” 


* Salvation means deliverance.. They had already been 
delivered from Egyptian bondage -and> had their glorious 
privilege of living under.the; order and direction of the 
Lord. Therefore; they hada right within the walls of the 
sacred inclosure because they..were chosen of Him and 
separated. unto Himself. 

To the true*child-of'God there is a wall or boundary 
line which he cannot afford to.pass over or ignore. There 
is a wall of separation betweem:him and.the world. He no 
longer engages in the things that he once: participated in, 


‘his desires are* changed. His  affeetions are no longer on 


things of earth, but firmly fixed on~ things above. The 
things he.once loved, he now hates.and.the things he once 
hated, he now-loves, Thank God. for change that is 
brought about when we:are:born of the: Spirit or made 
over anew. Oh, glorious thought that now being born 
again, we belong to the royal. family and. become an heir 
of God and a joint heir with Jesus.Christ, and an heir to all 
the future blessings that God has provided for His children 
aiid a mansion in glory with a river front to live in forever. 


Man originally was. created to give God. glory and 
‘honor and praise but sin has done its deadly work and 
driven humanity far away frém.God, down in the wreck- 
age and ruin of a fallen world. Oh, the awfulness of this 
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fall and its far reaching effect. The arch fiend .of- helk has 
thrown his black wing over this world and broughtshad- 
ows, gloom, despair, heartaches and troubles ~ on* every 
side with aching hearts, blasted hopes and wrecked lives. 

Our foreparents were driven from. home and all its 
pleasant surroundings jon account of sin. The jubilant an- 
sels folded their wings while the world was enveloped in 
darkness. The executive council of the skies assembled and 
discussed the great problem of the world’s redemption. I 
fancy I can hear the Father say, I know that my power js 
unlimited, my creative power is not yet. exhausted,.1 have 
power to sling worlds into. existence. from. the tips» of -my- 
fingers. We could create other creatures*that would” 
glory and honor but oh, the LOVE, the LOVE that I have for 
those that have fallen and gone away into 
yonders fallen world. Shall we consign them their just 
portion with the fallen angels in the regions of despair, and 
create new creatures that will give us honor-and glory and 
praise? The Father’s Son then presented Himself. and 
made the offer to go to yonders world.and formulate and. 
inaugurate a plan of redemption to redeem humanity -back 
to God and instead of creating other creatures, He arranged 
to re-create and make anew the old creature and make him 
a child of God and restore him back to the place where he 
could give glory and honor to the triune God. 

Oh, such love that prompted Him to offer life and light 
and salvation to this dark world. “God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only begotten Son, that whosoever believeth 
in him should not perish, but -have. everlasting: life.”: John. 
3:16. “And this life eternal, that they might know thee the 
only true God, and Jesus Christ, whom thou hast “sent.” 
John 17:3. 

The next place that should claim our attention is.that 
apartment of the tabernacle called the holy: place in-which 
none but the priest was admitted. This implies that there 
was an extra experience or qualification required, in order 
to live in this holy place. This is a very beautiful type of 
the experience of holiness or sanctification. 

This is called the holy place. The experience of holi- 
ness or a clean heart is just as much a place in the divine 
life as your city is a place. ‘Who shall ascend into the 
hill of the Lord? or who shall stand in his holy place? 
He that hath clean hands, and a pure heart; who hath not 
lifted up his soul unto vanity, or sworn deceitfully. He shalt 
receive the blessings from the Lord and righteousness from 
the God of his salvation.” Psalms 24:3-5. We notice 
that this experience is called a holy place, and-that it is @ 
high and elevated plain to be ascended. We. notice further 
that it implies cleanness and purity. Those who have as- 
cended to the heights of this experience into this holy place 
have clean hands and a pure heart. 

In the Christian despensation it becomes the high 
privilege of every child of God to live in this holy place and 
have the experience of a pure heart. We are not forced 
to live in the lowlands, down in the swamps and be-forever 
annoyed with the croakings of the frogs. and the maneuver- 
ings of the wiggletails. 

One party in giving his testimony; said-that seme-years 
ago when the Lord’saved hinr he filléd-him ‘half full-and te 
had been half full ever since. Another.party followed him 
and said he would:ge_a.half‘a doHar for a quarter that his 
experience was stagnated and had wiggletails in it. And 
you know that wiggletails turn to mosquitoes and they go 
out and bite their neighbors. So. these: half fulliandsstag- 
nated experiences are calculated:to. result. im:something 
that will be detrimental to the community, disturbing thein 
neighbors and make unpleasant the whole: surroundings:. 

Instead of such an experience it is our glorious:privik 
lege to be able to say as the Psalmist, “Thou preparest a 
table before me in the presence of mine enemiés: thou 
anointest. my head with oil; my cup, runneth, over. Surely 
goodness. and mercy shall follow me.all the, days of my 
life: and I will dwell in the house of the Lord. for ever.” 
Psalms 23:5, 6. 

There is a. place that. we can. reach, where we.doe not 
have to be slipping and_ sliding, backsliding and _ backe 
biting, and biting back and stewing and. frying,and,grums; 
bling and growling, but, thank God, we can.get to a_place tb 
where we can stand. “Therefore being»justified. by. faith, 
we have peace with God through our. Lord Jesus Christ: 
By whom also we have access by faith into this grace where 
in we STAND, and rejoice in hope of the glory of God. And 
hot only so, but: we glory in tribulations also: knowing that 
tribulation worketh patience; And patience, experience; and 
experience, hope: And hope maketh not ashamed; because _ 
the love of God is shed abroad in our hearts by the Holy 
Ghost which is given unto us.” Rom: 5:1:5: 


This is an experience to be sought’ and! obtained by 
believers subsequent to regeneration and, enjoyed in thid 
life. And in obedience to the divine. command..for.it is 
written, Beye holy for I, the Lord your God, am holy. 

“As He spake by the mouth of his holy:prophets, which 
had been since the world begun: that we should be saved 
from our enemies, and from the hand of’all-that~hate*us} 
To perform the mercy promised. to our. fathers;,and to ree 
member His holy covenant; The: oath which.He swear to 
our Father Abraham, that He would grant unto us, that we 
being delivered out of the hand of-our-enemies might serve 
Him without fear, In holiness and° righteousness~ before 


_ Him, all the days of our lives.” Luke 1:70, 75. 


From this lesson we learn that God's prophets ape holy 
prophets. While there have been false prophets, in , al- 
most every age of the world, it was.clear. to be } 
that they were not identified with the holy prophets, whi 
were the prophets of the Lord. In fact, the doctrine.o 
Bible holiness.or.of,a pure heart was. contrary to,their, fal 
and. practice. They preached, that it was impossible. | 
live in this world without. committing, sin ; and, p 
what they preached. They were afraid of all kinds. of 
heavenly fire, wild fire, and hell fire, and they did not ; 
in the eternal hell that. awaits the final: impenitent. Ons 
in trying to.be a little moderate in His. views seeking 
avoid extreme either way, said except.you. repent to. 
extent you will go to hell to a, certain degree.

Three features are made prominent 
in this text: 


CHRISTLEAN STABILITY 


“Be ye steadfast, unmovable.” Web- 
ster defines steadfast as, fast in place; 
firmly fixed, established; firm; not 
fickle or wavering; constant; resolute. 
We see from the definition what 
Paul means by this expression. The 
greatest need of the Church to day is 
men and women who can measure up 
to the demand of this section of our 
text. We are in an age of fickleness. 
The time once was when people could 
trust each other at least they did so 
more than they do now. There is but 
little that is dependable now. We nev- 
er know who nor what to trust. To 
find a trustworthy character is indeed 
a coveted achievement. 


I heard a story once of a prominent 
minister who delivered a masterly dis- 
course on being established. His wife 
had recently professed the blessing of 
holiness along with others of his 
ehurch. This had created quite an 
agitation among the membership of 
his chureh as well as other bodies of 
religious people. Nowhere had the 
excitement been so disturbing as in 
the home: of this zealous and pious 
old minister of forty years of active 
service. He became determined to 
put an end to the thing in his home 
and church so he planned his dis 
course to that end and it was an aw- 
ful arraignment of those who had 
stepped out into the beautiful light of 
full salvation. 

He plead for his pet theory of a 
sinning religion and once in grace 
always in grace. He declared with 
great emphasis that he was estab 
lished and could not be moved and that 
these holiness preachers could not 
whip him into line, no matter how 
hard they tried, Oh, he was estab- 
lished! 


The saints who had embraced sanc- 
tification wept of course, and no one 
seemed to take it to heart more than 
the minister’s wife unless it was his 
little Mary, a sweet little girl of nine 
summers. She had been so wonderful- 
ly impressed with the great change 
that had come to her mother that her 
father’s message had almost broken 
ber heart. The next week her fa- 
ther harnessed up old Charley, his fa- 
vorite horse, and went to the forest 
for a load of wood, He took his little 
Mary along with him. She noticed 
that her father frequently ejaculated, 
“I guess I fixed them! I’m established. 
Oh, I’m established! Bye and bye 
the wagon was loaded, and the little 
girl was seated in a secure place on 
the load of wood, and they started 
toward home. Everything seemed to 
be going good till they reached the 
foot of a steep hill when all of a sud- 
den old Charley stopped and refused 
to go another step, a thing he had 
never done before. 


The old minister lost his temper 
and began to practice his religion. He 
used his Sunday-school words in a 
very unbecoming way; he flailed his 
old horse in a very unmerciful man- 
ner, but all to no avail, old Charley 
seemed determined to go no farther. 
The old minister examined his gear, 
and it was ail right. There was 
nothing wrong with the wagon and 
the load was not so large as on other 
occasions. “I don’t know what is the 
trouble” said the preacher, “he just 
wen't pull.” With this he took another 
spell, and repeated his acts of cruel- 
ty to his horse, he fairly made the 
woods ring with his Sunday-sehool 
words, His little girl who had been 
quietly looking on in a meditation 
mood called to her father and said, 
“Father, I know what is the matter 
with old Charley. He is like you said 
you were in your sermon yesterday; 
he is established.” It was enough. 
His message had turned upon him 
and it is said that he tecame a holiness 
preacher. Too many are established 
after that order and not enough after 
the order laid down in God’s Word. 

I now invite your attention to a 
Scriptural interpretation pf our sub- 
ject. In Acts 2:42 we have these words, 
“And they continued steadfastly in 
the aposties’ doctrine and fellowship 
and in breaking of bread and in pray- 
er.” 


Steadfastness in Doctrine 


The preaching cf doctrine has al- 
ways brought offense. In Gal. 5:11 
Paul speaks of a kind of preaching 
that caused the offense of the cross 
to cease and he would that they who 
preached after that order were cut off. 

In 1 Cor, 1 17, 18, “Christ sent me 
not to baptize, but to preach the gos- 
pel: not with wisdom of words, lest 
the cross of Christ be made of none 
effect. For the preaching of the 
cross is to them that perish foolish- 
ness; but unto us which are saved 
it is the power of God.” 


In all ages the offense of the eross 
has been centered on some doctrine 
vital to Christianity. In the days of 
the apostles it was hinged on the doc- 
trine of the resurrection. To acknowl- 
edge the resurrection of Jesus was to 
charge the Jewish church with the 
murder of the Messiah. This brought 
severe criticism. 
the dead as He elaimed, it would 
have established the fact of His Mes- 
siahship and would bring His blood 
down upon the heads of the acknowl- 
edged exposition of prophetiea] triith 
concerning the claims of Christianity. 
On one occasion Peter was preach- 
ing and said, “Ye denied the Holy One, 
and the Just, and desired a murderer 





to be granted unto you; and killed the 
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Prince of life-whom God hath raised 
from the dead; whereof we are wit- 
nesses.” Acts 3:14, 15. “And as they 
spake unto the people, the priests, and 
the captain of the temple, and the Sad- 
ducees came upon them, Being grieved 
that they taught the” people, and 
preached through Jesus the resurrec- 
tion from the dead. And they laid 
hands on them, and put them in hold 
unto the next day.” Acts 4:1-3. 
Peter, had you not better tone down 
a bit and not be so radical! Had you 
not better preach on the praetical side 
of the Christian life and leave off 
doctrinal preaching? You are stirring 
up a lot of strife and you may drive 
people away by always harping on 
those doctrinal points? And beside 
you could escape all this trouble. 
There is plenty of room for you, to 
preach on themes that will not bring 
any persecution and then the populace 
will admire you and pour their gold 
and silver into the collection and you 
will have an easy time and many 
friends. Just in yonder the priest and 
officials are holding council - against 
you,. You might win those people if 
you were not so radical on certain 
lines of doctrine. They are ealling 
you now! Be careful, Peter! 

Listen at the council who has Peter 

and John in custody, “Wehave decided 
that your methods of preaching are 
not desirable and that you shall not 
preach or teach any more in the name 
of Jesus.” Hear Peter’s answer, 
“Whether it be right in the sight of 
God to hearken unto you more than 
unto God, judge ye. For we cannot 
but speak the things which we have 
seen and heard.” Acts 4:19; 20. 
And being let go they went to their 
own company and they prayed thus: 
“And now, Lord, behold _ their 
threatenings: and grant unto thy 
servants, that with all boldness they 
may speak thy words, and with great 
power gave the apostles witness of 
the resurrection of the Lord Jesus.” 
Acts 4:29, 33. 


There was no compromising with 
these men. They were steadfast in 
doctrine; there was no moving them; 
they were unmovable. 

The great trouble with the min- 
istry of this age is a disposition to 
please the populace. They like to have 
nice things said about them and they 
try to evade the offenseof the cross. 

Long since has the offense of the 
cross ceased on the resurrection, but 
in every age it has been attached to 
some part of the Gospel. In Luther’s 
day it was on justification by faith. 
He was imprisoned for years. Did he 
compromise? No! After he had been 
excluded from society, friends, and 
loved ones until it was supposed that 
if he were offered his freedom he 
would cease to preach his doctrine, 
they proposed to him that if he leave 
off his doctrine he would be granted 
his liberty. What did Luther say? “If 
you should release me from this 
prison this morning in one hour I 
would be preaching on the streets of 
your city that men could repent 
and have faith for themselves and be 
justified before God without a priest 
to aid them.” There was no compro- 
mise in him, He eould but speak the 
things he knew. 

Later on the offense of the cross 
shifted to the doctrines of sanctifica- 
tion. Wesley was refused the popular 
pulpits ef his day but he mounted his 
father's tombstone and preached it to 
the multitude. He preached it in the 
midst of howling people and under a 
shower of stones with the blood run- 
ning down his face. No compromise 
in him. He was stedfast and unmovy- 
able. 

The doctrine of sanctification is still 
an offense of the cross and many 
preachers are leaving it off to evade 
persecution. If it were popular they 
would preach it, 

The doctrine of the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost brings offense to the cross 
where it is preached the Bible way. 
For the preaching of their doctrine 
many have gone to prison and have 
been mobbed and whipped and _ the 
popular ministry refuse to preach it 
as laid down in the Word because of 
the offense. Many other doctrines of 
Jesus Christ are set aside for no 
other reason than to evade persecu- 
tion. These glorious truths such as 
speaking in tongues, the working of 
Miracles, casting out devils, laying on 
of hands for the healing of the sick, 


tion of tongues and the doctrine or 
the Church of-God brings offense to the 
preaching of the cross. Really, it is 
what makes the cross offensive. 
Preacher, you can be popular if you 
Will leave off these things, and preach 
on general principles upon which the 
whole religious world is agreed, but 
can you be true to your God and the 
people and de se? Could you do so 
and say with Paul, “fi haye net shun- 
ned to declare the whole council of 
God.” What will be the fate of the 
preacher who dares to tamper with 
God’s truth in any such way. . 
If you can’t get to heaven without 
holiness of heart where wil] that 
preacher stand in the judgment who 
has never told his people how to get 
sanctified? If J should do sueh 4 thing 
with an open Bible before me would 
you consider me worthy of your con- 
fidence? I might be able to preach 
eloquentiy and produce marvelous dis- 
courses but I would be a moral 
coward and unworthy of the confi- 
dence of any one or the approval of

Where is the disputer 
of this world? Hath not God made 
foolish the wisdom of this world? 
But we preach Christ crucified unto 
the Jews a stumblingblock, and unto 
the Greeks foolishness; For ye see 
your calling, brethren, how that not 
Many wise men after the flesh, not 
many mighty, not many noble, are 
called: But God hath chosen the fool- 
ish things of the world to confound 
the wise; and God hath chosen the} 
weak things of the world to confound 
the things which are mighty; and 
base things of the world and things 
which are despised, hath God chosen, 
yea, and things which are not to 
bring to naught things that are: That 
no flesh should glory in his presence.” 
1 Cor. 1:18-23. 

Oh, that we had more preachers aft- 
er the type of Paul and Peter, 
men who were not afraid to 
preach and speak the things they 
knew were true regardless of the 
cost. They felt the weight of 
their responsibility. They were sent 
out to teach the world to observe and 
do all things that were required to 
get to heaven. They never went to the 
popular ministry of their day to be 
instructed of them; but they obeyed 
the command of Jesus and tarried for 
the Holy Ghost and power and de 
pended on Him to guide them into 
all truth and bring all things to 
their remembrance whatsoever Jesus 
had said unto them. 


Paul never went back to his old 


instructors to learn anything of 
them but on. the contrary, “at 
one time he went into the syna- 


gogue and spake boldly for the space 
of three months, disputing and per- 
suading the things concerning the 
kingdom of God. But when divers 
were hardened and believed not, but 
spoke evil of that way before the mul- 
titude, he departed from them, and 
separated the disciples, disputing daily 
in the school of one Tyrannus. And this 
continued by the space of two years.” 
Acts 19:8-10. Paul and the apostles, 
never sat at the feet of any one who 
did not have the Holy Ghost to be in- 
structed in righteousness. When they 
did go it was to seek an opportunity 
to tell them something about the sal- 
vation of Jesus Christ and Paul said 
for us to follow him as he followea 
Christ. 

Brethren, we have become to easy. 
Our commission is to go into all 


the world and preach the gospel 
to every creature. If we were to 
change that commission to fit 


our modern practice it would read, Go 
ye into the churches and preach this 
gospel to the people who believe in it 
and be sure and not go into the syn- 
agogues where they do not believe in 
it and annoy them with your testi- 
mony and doctrine but show them 
courtesy and go to their meeting, yea 
discontinue your efforts and close your 
doors and tell your disciples they can 
learn many things they. have never 
learned from their great teacher and 
guide who has promised to guide them 
into all truth. Yea, when they give you 
opportunity open your pocket looks 
and put large sums into their coffers, 
support their institutions of learning 
even if those who come to you for in- 
struction have to leave your own 
schools and return home for want of 
means. 

Brother, if we do not see after our 
own business and watch for the souls 
of our own people some wolf in sheep’s 
clothing will catch them for Jesus 
Says, Many false prophets will arise 
and deceive many. Jesus says for us 
to go not after them. 

They take away the key of knowl- 
edge from the people and they do not 
tell them how to get sanctified or how 
to get the Holy Ghost and place a 
wrong interpretation on the Church of 
God, and are silent on many other 
doctrines vital to Christianity. Jesus, 
Paul and John says “Beware!”

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QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 


I would like to have some more light 
on Charity. 

Please explain the thirteenth chap- 
ter of 1 Corinthians. T. M. Sensing. 

1 Though I speak with the tongues 
of men and angels, and have not 
charity, I become as a sounding brass, 
or a tinkling cymbal. 

“Tongues of men,” means the lan- 
guages of the nations. 

Tongues of angels would mean a 
heavenly language, or language by a 
supernatural power, yet if we should 
speak with tongues by a supernatural 
power and we are not prompted by 
love, and the love of God is not per- 
meating our lives or speaking with 
tongues will sound to those who hear 
us, like a clanging cymtal just clang, 
clang, like an old tin pan. It is im- 
portant that we have the love of God 
within us, taking full possession of 
us though we do speak with tongues. 

2 “Though I have the gift of 
prophecy and understand all myster- 
ies and knowledge.” 

Satan reveals things to some people. 
I have known of some getting under 
a power and into a kind of trance and 
while in this attitude they would tell 
of many mysterious things. They tell 
fortunes, they tell how much money 
you have, how old you are, how many 
times you will be married, they will 
tell you of lost treasures that you 
are so anxious to know about, but 
let us measure them by the Word. If 
they have not charity they are noth- 
ing. 

3 “And though I bestow all my 
goods to feed the poor.” Yes, even 
give our body to be burned and have 
not charity, it profiteth us nothing. 

There is a certain denomination 
that feeds ten times more people than 
any other denomination. Their main 
forte is charitable deeds. They are 
greatly praised yet as to the real 
grace of the Lord within them. they 
are a stranger. 

“Look at me,’ they say, “see what 
I am doing.” Yes, but the real love 
of God within is not prompting them 
to do this.. -They do it for praise and 
applause of men. 

Many heathen think it a great 
honor to sacrifice their life in some 
way to their god, but even if they 
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prompted by love it profiteth nothing. 
4 Love suffers long. Means, pa- 
tient under trials. 

Is kind to every one. Envies not. 
Means, not disturbed at the prosperity 
of others. Vaunts not herself. Does 
not parade her own excellence. Not 
puffed up. Means, not thinking too 
high of herself. Unseemly. Does 
things in a modest, sober way. 

5 Seeks not her own. Means, she 
looks to the interest of others as well 
as herself. Not provoked. Not irritat- 
ed or thrown over balance. Thinketh 
no evil. Means, take no account of 
evil done to her. 

6 Rejoices not in iniquity. Takes 
no part in anything wrong. Rejoices 
in the truth. The love of God in us 
makes us' love His word. 


7 Bears all things, Love bears all 
trials of every kind. Believes all 
things. She believes all God’s words 
and promises, and never doubts His 
providences. And will not believe a 
slander on a brother but believe he 
is good till shown otherwise. 


8 Charity never faileth. Tongues may 
cease, prophecy may cease and knowl- 
edge may pass away but this love 
will go with us to whheaven and per- 
meate heaven forever. 

Yes, tongues will cease when we get 
to heaven, so also will prophecy cease, 
and knowledge as to things pertain- 
ing to the world. We will not need to 
know how to build our implements, 
houses, farm tools or any thing that 
belongs to the knowledge of this 
world, but this love that we receive 
here will last as long as eternity lasts. 

9 We know in part, Because we are 
shut up in a clay tenement with re- 
stricted powers.

James 1.26 reads, “If any man 
among you seem to be religious, and 
bridleth not his tongue, but deceiveth 
his own heart, this man’s religion is 
vain.”

James said, “For every kind of 
beasts, and of Lirds, and of serpents, 
and of things in the sea, is tamed, 
and hath been tamed of mankind. 
But the tongue cun no man tame; it 
is an unruly evil, full) of deadly 
poison (when it is allowed to go with- 
out the bridle that the power and 
grace of God can put on us)”. James 
3:8. 

When will we reach perfection? 
I do not know when but I know that 
in James 3:2 it says, “If any man 
offend not in word, the same is a per- 
“fect. man and able also (not to bridle 
the tongue only) but to bridle the 
whole body. 

As I see it we do not need to even 
look for perfection as long as we are 
backbiting, speaking evil of our broth- 
ers and sisters, telling and helping 
to circulate falsehoods on innocent 
parties and telling what weheard on 
certain ones. Then when we find out 
that we, have helped to circulate a 
falsehood on one of the little ones we 
say, “Well, I was just misinformed.” 

Do you think that wnen you land 
at the great judgment seat of Christ 
that He will say, Well done son, 
daghter, you told some very black 
lies on that little one down yonder 
but you were just misinformed? En- 
ter into everlasting life. No, never, 
that is not the way my Bible tells 
me that it will be after death. I know 
He would be only too glad to forgive 
us if we would only go to Him and tell 
Him that we had told a falsehood on 
our brother or sister and we did it 
because we [ost the bridle and ask 
Him to forgive us and to put a new 
bridle on us that would turn about 
the whole body.

liver frem sin but when we speak of 
pure religion we mean salvation and 
salvation means deliverance. We 
haven’t perfect religion until we get 
cur.tongues bridled, We know wheth- 


It remains a Bible fact that if we 
have failed to have our’ tongues 
bridled that is a sure sign of a vain 
religion. 

Brothers and sisters, it is time for 
us who are professing holiness, to 
make some definite steps in regard to 
cur careless gossip and tale bearing. 
1 never did get a blessing by telling 
bad things on anyone. Even if it 
were true it doesn’t do any good to 
tell it to any one except the accused 
party. 

T am about to decide like our lov- 
ing pastor, J. B. Ellis, that when I 
get to thinking on this_sulLject I wiil 
be compelled to make some upward 
steps on this line... Sometimes my 
wife tells me that she cannot get any 
inside information about the business 
of the church (her being a deacon’s 
wife) unless she gets it from some 
one besides me. I tell her that there 
is always enough said without me hav- 
ing to say anything. I do not uphold 
the husland in keeping things a 
secret from the wife but if it is best 
not to tell any one some things we 
hear then it 1s not necessary to even 
tell our good wife about it. 

I have tistened to a red hot mes- 
sage from our pastor and he would 
say he felt like going to the altar. I 
am glad we have people Lold enough 
to tell us the truth even if they are 
not living up to it as they see it. 

Our humble General Overseer 
preached the full baptism of the Holy 
Ghost long before he received’ the 
the blessing. He did it because he 
saw the Bible taught it.
